SPECTACLES IN “COLOSSUS OF RHODES” 


The trend in movies today is toward 
the spectacle picture peopled with thou- 
sands of actors, with its action played 
against massive settings, and with plots 
highlighting scenes of tremendous con- 
flict. 

One of the most spectacular of all 
is the new Metro-Goldwyn-Mayer re- 
lease, “The Colossus of Rhodes,” which 
depicts a story of adventure and in- 
trigue, heroes and traitors, the revolt 
of tortured slaves and tumultuous con- 
flict in the era of the 3rd century B.C., 
when treacherous forces plotted to 
make the ancient island kingdom of 
Rhodees, near Asia Minor, a vassal of 
the Phoenicians in their attempt to gain 
supremacy over the Greeks and rule the 
Mediterranean.

It shows a daring raid by ten Greek 
patriots to rescue a prisoner from the 
tremendous statue erected in the harbor 
of Rhodes, which is actually a fortress. 

Another sequence to keep the spec- 
tator on the edge of his seat is the “‘tor- 
rent of fire’ episode. This occurs at 
the very top of the Colossus, whose 
hands hold a flaming brazier which 
serves as a guiding light for ships at 
night, but was designed in such a way 
that when an enemy ship entered the 
harbor, the brazier could empty its 
flaming contents onto the vessel be- 
neath.
